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PREFACE. 



[ Much has been written and said against the forms of worship 

I adopted by different religious sects ; yet, as all sects have some form, 

I we may safely conclude that the only important question which we 

bl need to consider, touching this matter, must relate to a choice of 

\ forms, 

I When John Knox discarded the ritual of the English church, say- 
ing, of certain prescribed ceremonies, ** I canna use them wi' my con- 
science, an I would ; and would na for their silliness, an I could,^* 
k still had a form, which others, with their conscience, could not 
approve. 

He was doubtless right in part, for at that time the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer had been, as Coverdale said, "Reformed Pope-wise," 
i and worship in the English Church was little else than a form. 

But the English Puritans, and after them the American Puritans, 
went too far in an opposite direction ; not by being too spiritual, but 
by making their service too exclusive, bald, and unattractive. 
^ The zeal of converts to a new faith, and the religious fervor which 
opposition and persecution awakened, kept the reformers from a re- 
alization of this fact, and the people were willing to leave the acts of 
vorship with their preachers, so long as such men as Hooper, 
Knox, Penry, and Lever, or Robinson and Brewster, or Whitefield 
and the Wesleys, filled the pulpit. But as the years have rolled on, 
and almost the whole service has been left for the minister to per- 
fonn, all indeed, save only the singing, and that, in most cases, done 
by a quartette hired for that purpose, the people, in many instances, 
have come to feel that they are spectators, not worshippers, in church ; 
and too frequently they go to hear, and return home to criticise th^ 
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sermon, prayers, and singing, as they would a secular enterfcain- 
ment which they were pleased to patronize, and which, in their opin- 
ion, should be made to suit their tastes. In this fact, the cause now 
of unjust demands upon the pulpit, and of the restless and dissatisfied 
condition of many societies, we see the evil of that form of worship 
in which the people ha€h nothing to do. 

Many of our congregations already recognize the fact herein as — 
serted, and are prepared to welcome some change which shall hel[»> 
them to become active participants in the services of the Lordte 
house. It is evident that the change desired must be in the direction, 
of a liturgical service ; and as no work has been published contaiuinf^ 
prayers, responses, and music, which the people seem disposed tc» 
adopt, this book of worship has been prepared in the hope that it vr'AM 
meet a want widely felt, and aid in making our public services mor^ 
attractive, and helpful. 

The forms herein proposed are, it is believed, suffioiently simple 9 
and so arranged that any one can understand and follow them with — 
out difficulty. 

This book will afford to those congregations that may use it th^ 
advantage of the highest order of sacred music, containing, as i'ii 
does, many of the best chants ever written, in connection witlm 
psalms and hymns, selected with great care. 

The compiler would gratefully acknowledge his indebtedness to 
those authors and publishers who have kindly allowed some of their" 
choicest gems of music to reappear in this work. To T. P. I. Ma^ 
goun, Esq., thanks are due for special favors. 

A few chants have been appropriated, the authors of which wer© 
not known to the compiler of the music in this work, and if they ar0 
from the pen of any living writer, and the fact shall be made known^ 
the omission will be corrected in future editions. 

The suggestions of several clergymen and prominent musicians, 
have helped to improve this work, and it is now sent forth with th^ 
sincere prayer, that it may be an efficient auxiliary in the devotions 0^ 
those who shall seek to ** worship the Lord in the beauty of holiness.''' 
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Those who use this book for the first time, and are not alreadj 
Uliar with similar works, will be aided by the following sugges- 
tions: — 

1. Let the person who presides at the Organ, regard the service 
with attention, and be prompt to take up the chants at the right 
moment. ^ 

2. In the Responses where the Minister and Choir alternate, 
there should be no interlude between the words of the Minister and 
those of the Choir ; and when a Responsive service ends with the 
Qkria PcUri, no prelude should be played ; but the Organ and Choir 
should take up the Chant together the moment the rest of the service 
ends. 

3. The Choir should become familiar with the chants, by careful 
rehearsals. They are not dificult, but unless singers are accustomed to 
this style of music, their first attempt may prove a failure. An hour 
Bpent in preparation, will do much to insure success. 

4. When a Congregation is to join in the service for the first time, 
the cooperation of several members, male and female, should be se- 
cured, who, by consultation or rehearsal, will be prepared to read 
the Responses distinctly and unitedly. The children who have been 
Accustomed to similar forms of worship in the Sunday School, should 
be encouraged to join the service in church. 

5. In the time of prayer, the congregation should observe some 
attitude of devotion, and uniformity in this matter will add much to 
the harmony and effect of the service. Some congregations stand 
during prayer. If those that do not would bow the head, or kneel, 
their position would express the humility in which men should come 
before the Infinite Creator, and would help them to keep their 
thoughts intent on the Service.

REMARK. 

The directions given in this book in regard to rising, sitting, 
singing, &c, are sach as it is thought will meet the approval of 
a majority of congregations. If any minister prefers a different 
order, he will, of course, be at liberty to make any changes he may 
desire. It will only be necessary for him to effect an understanding 
with his congregation in regard to the order they are to observe. 



NOTE. 

This book may be used either as a book of Chants, for the Choir 
only, or as Chants and Responses for the Minister and Choir, or as 
services in which the Minister, Choir, and Congregation may all join. 

When used by the Minister and Choir only, and a longer responsive 
service is required than is found in each morning service, the re- 
sponses here set down for Minister and People, may be used by Min- 
ister and Choir. The cadences for chanting can be marked in the 
books used by the Choir by any leader of singing, and in that case, 
any of the single chants can be used which the Choir may select.
